FOREIGN TELECRAPH. 


EGYPT’s TROUBLES, 
Fearful “cenes of the Battlefield—Arabi 
Pasha Aske for an Aamistice. 
IsmALIA, August 30. 
A correspondent describes the scene 
of the cavalry charge at Kassassin 
Lock as follows: I found two acres 
taickly strewn with the corpses of the 
enemy. Some of our cavalry are still 


seeking our dead and wounded. Two 
dead Life Guardsmen were so mutilat- 
ed as to be quite unrecognizable, their 
faces being horribly gashed. One had 
one hand completely severed from his 
arm, and the other hand nearly so and 
one of Lis eyes scooped from the 
socket. The hands of another body 
were just hanging to the wrists by a 
part of the flesh and some sinews. A 
wounded guardsman relates that io 
the charge his horse was shot and, fall- 
ing, broke the rider's thighs. While 
lying on the field be saw the Hayptise 
soldiers ride by. He called for help, 
whereupon an Egyptian rode up and 
sabered the guardsman’s face from 
temple to chic. The man is now, how- 
ever, doing well. The enemy's loss 
must have been at least 400. 
MansaMeu. August 20. 

In the fight at Kassassin a majority 
of the Egyp‘ian iofantry tell on their 
faces to avoid being slashed by the 
Life Guards’ swords. Many thus es- 
caped who otherwise would heve been 
struck down. The corpses of the 
Egyptians spread over a mile and a 
half of gronnd. An officer who was 
present says the cavalry charge was 
ordered for the purpose of saving our 
position, as the ammunition had run 
short. 

A correspondent who went over the 
ground to-day, says the scane is hor- 
rible begond description. The bodies 
of Arabi's soldiers are hacked and 
slashed out of any resemblance to hu- 
manity by the long broad-swords of 
the Guards. One young officer still 
held an unlighted cigarette in his 
stiffened fingers. Two of our Guards. 
men lie dead in a tent at Kassassin, 
mutilated in such a manner as to bring 
everlasting infamy upon the Egyptian 
army. The work done by the House- 
hold troops demonstratedgence for all 
the fearful power of these ponderons 
horsemen against the undisciplined 
foot soldiers, and even good troops 
when taken by surprise. The House 
hold Guards burst like an avalanche 
upon the timid musketeers, some of 
whom fired after the troopers, who re- 
turned and sabered them. Our men 
were much infuriated by the harrass 
ing attacks made upon them during 
the day. 


Lonvon, August 30. 

General Wolseley telegraphs from 
the cavalry headquarters at Mahsa- 
meh camp, on Tuesday, that only the 
Heusehold Cavairy and the Seventh 
Dragoon Guards were seriously en- 
gaged in the fight at Kassassin Lock. 
The former had three troopers killed 
and eight wounded. Major Townsend 
received a saber cut. The Guards had 
two troopers wounded. 

An important order was received at 
Woolwich to-day to forward to Egypt 
at once a formidable light siege train. 
It weighs, with equipments, 2,000 tons 
and will require 1,186 officere and mer. 
The ordnance consists of 39 pieces 01 
artillery of various calibers, including 
ten 40-pounders and ten 25-pounders. 

ALEXANDHIA, August 30. 

General Hamley and a brigade of 
Highlanders under General Allison 
embarked on four transports. Tne 
British authorities state that the des- 
tination is Malta. 

General Sir Evelyn Wood has as. 
sumed chief command of the troops 
in Alexandria and vicinity. 

Arabi Pasha is strongly fortifying 
his position at Da@manhoor. All was 
quiet at Cairo up to the 26th. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, August 31. 

Evidence abounds that the Turkisk 
population is favorable to Arabi Pasha 
The Vakit announces that a great vie- 
tory bas been won by Arabi Pasha. 
The De Jeride states that the British 
lost 4,000 in the tight at Ramleh. 
Other lying reports are industriously 
circulated. 

Port Sam, August 31. 

Arabi Pasha has asked for eight 
days’ armistice. General Wolseley 
refused, but offered one day. Noth- 
ing, however, will be done for several 
days, unless Arabi again forces our 


bands. 
IsxALIA, August 31. 
There are 300 sick and vounded 
British soldiers in the hospital now. 
ALEXANDRIA, August 31. 
The Highland Brigade sails trom 
here this afternoon. 

The transfer from Ramleh now only 
runs about two hundred yards beyord 
the water-works, and many residents 
living beyond that limit are re- 


turning into the city. The enemy 


contiaues entrenching opposite Meks. 
IsmaLia, August 31. 

It is re here on good author - 
ity that on Tuesday the Governor of 
Zagazig asked permission to cross the 
ish lines, and was taken under 
guard to General Wolseley. He has 
since been in frequent communication 
with Sultan Pasha. The report adds 
that the Governor authorized Arabi 
Pasha to sue for an armistice prelimi-- 
nary to surrender. 
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EASTERN DISPATCHES. 
The Kewanee Bank Robberv. 
Cuicaco, August 30. 

A detective arrived this evening 
from Kewanee. He says Cashier 
Pratt made a full confession, and took 
him to a place in his father’s barn- 
yard where he had buried $6,000 in 
gold, taken by him the day before 
the robbery. Pratt laid the blame at 
the door of Dr. Scott. In addition to 
the $6,000 recovered from Pratt, $350 
was recovered from Welch, and the 
theory of the detectives is that this 
was about all that was taken at the 
time. Pos-ibly $1,000 more was spent 
by the robbers. The belief is that 
Pratt cooked np the books to make it 
appear that $20,000 was taken, in order 
tu clear up ai! his shortcomings to the 
present time. 

What first attracted attention to 
Pratt was finding five telegrams from 
him in Welch’s valise, and tt wis 
uncovered by a cautious letter written 
by him to Welch at Peoria, and, in 
Welch’s absence, opened by his wife 
and turned over to the detectives, Dr. 
Scott, who was arrested on Monday 
night in St. Louis, reached this city 
to-day. He also made a confession. 
He puts the blame on Pratt and 
Welch. He alleges he knew of the 
plot, but decided not to take part in 
the robbery. He says he got none of 
the money, and the detectives believe 
him. The detectives thus far have 
been unable to get any clue to the 
fourth man. 


Military Matters. 
WasHINGTON, August 31. 
The Secretary of War has approved 
the records of the court martial in the 
case of Colonel James H. Taylor, As- 
sistant Adjutant-General, and for- 
warded it to the President for his 
action, by direction of the President. 
The military department of West 
Point will be discontinued to-morrow, 
from which date the United States 
Military Academy will be under the 
supervision and charge of the General 
of the army. 


Wisconsin Democrats Despondent. 
MILWAUKEE, August 31. 
The Knights of Labor have con- 
cluded to enter the Fall campaigu and 
cast their undivided support tor the 


platform and nominees of the Trades’ 
Assembly, thus giving the latter fully 
7,000 votes. The Trades’ Assembly 
officers announce that no candidate 
will be supported by them unless he 
renounces both the old parties. The 
Democrats are despondent, having 
counted upon at least the partial sup- 
port of labor organizations. 


A Shoe Big Euough for Jumbo. 
WasHIN TOR, August 31. 
Inspector Polleck sends from Pive 
Ridge agency to the Acting Secretary 
of the Interior a borse-shoe labeled: 


“It would fit Jumbo. Preserve this 
specimen brick of our Indian manage- 
ment until I see you. It was furnished 
by contractors to shoe Indian ponies. 
It weighs three pounds, is eight and 
one-half by six and one-half inches. It 
indicates a veiy loose way of doing 
business on the part of Indian agents, 
who should not accept such goods.“
